“Madame Butterfly,” Puccini’s exquisite 
lyric drama, to be presented in Lawrence 
this season by Fortune Gallo’s San Carlo 
Grand Opera Company on Thursday, Mar. 
13, at the Colonial Theatre, was founded on 
the book of John Luther Long, and_ the 
subsequent drama of David Belasco. The 
story describes in unusually realistic fashion 
the love of the little Japanese cherry 
blossom maiden, Cho Cho San, for the 
handsome United States naval lieutenant, 
Benjamin Franklin Pinkerton, whose ship

has carried him to the port of Nagasaki, 
tpon an adjacen t hill of which the little 
ipponese maiden resides. Her passion is 
famine, Fi it must be confessed that Pin- 
's interest is more’ one of casual 
curiosity instead of real love. The curious 
Shinto ing ceremony in the first act 
and the sudden and ill-omened entrance of 
the Bonze, Butterfly’s uncle, soon there- 
after, are incidents profound 
sign’ for the earnest- led little 
bride, as the first is to change ‘the course of 
her entire life, while the second separates 
her irrevocably from her past. What ha 
pens in the second and third acts is closely 
connected with these incidents, and forms 
the remarkable dramatic frame-work into 
which Puccini has woven his exquisitely 
beautiful symphonic score. 

When this famous modern Italian com- 
es first became aware of Mr. Long’s 
ascinating story and Mr, Belasco’s vivid 
dramatization, he at once became impressed 
with the remarkable possibilities offered the 
lyric composer, and just as had been the 
case with “La Boheme” and “Tosca”, he 
commissioned his librettists Illica and Gia- 
coso, to write a book for which he composed 
the music. The opera came to its initial 
production at La Scala, Milan, in 1904, but 
for some unaccountable reason did not prove 
immediately succeessful, but its eventual 
triumph could not be gainsaid, and today 
it is considered, along with “La Boheme”, 
Puccini’s best work, a verdict which the 
composer himself shares. Favorite gems 
from the opera include the beautiful en- 
trance song of Butterfly in the first act; the 
exquisitely orchestrated aria “Un bel di 

mo’’ in the second act; the admirable 
Intermezzo between the second and third 
acts, and the dramatic finale and death 
scene of the disillusioned maiden at the end 
of the opera. 

Friday evening, “Pagliacci” and “Cav- 
alleria Rusticana”. Saturday matinee, “La 
Boheme”, and Saturday evening, ‘Trova- 
tore’, will be given.

The two letters which are published 
in this issue of the Townsman bearing 
on the proposed flag-pole memorial 
seem to give promise that the com- 
mittee’s recommendation may expect 
to find organized opposition at the 
meeting on Monday.

Article 11 of the warrant seems to be 
making a lot of opportunity for dis- 
cussion.

It will 
mean a probable return to the town far 
in excess of the investment which the 
town is making by disposing of this 
land at less than its present-day value.

It has. been called to the attention of 
the Townsman, that a typographical 
error in its editorial of two weeks ago 
rather destroys the sense of a paragraph. 
The Townsman was talking about the 
metter of increase in salaries which the 
various departments are asking for their 
employees in this year’s warrant. 

The Townsman intended to remark 
that, “it has been said that these town 
employees for whom an_ increase is 
being asked are receiving all that their 
service entitles them to.’ It continued 
the completion of the point it wished to 
make by stamping such statements as 
pure personalities which should not be 
considered at allin discussing the question 
of increases. The unexplainable ap- 
pearance of a “not” between the 
words “receiving” and “all’’, of course 
made the reletion between the two 
statements extremely difficult to dis- 
cover. Our judgment of the individual 
abilities of the persons who ere filling 
the positions which will be affected by 
the raises asked for, has nothing whet- 
ever to do with the wisdom of grenting 
these wages. The question which the 
town has. to consider is whether it 
desires to purchax gredé of service 
which is worth “A” dollars a year, or 
whether it thinks thet these depert- 
ments should be in a position to pur- 
chase a higher grede of service worth 
“B” dollars a yeer. And in most cases, 
where the increases are asked, Andover 
is pitifully behind her sister towns in the 
Commonwealth in the amounts which 
she pz ys her servants.

Village Improvement Society Protests 
Proposed Location of War Memorial 


The trustees of the Andover Village Im- 
provement society strenuously object to 
the location of a war memorial on the plot of 
green at the corner of North Main and High 
streets, a piece of ground on which the so- 
ciety has already spent $2500 in improve- 
ments undertaken and carried out with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen. : 

In. accordance with the unanimous action 
of the trustees of the A. V. I. S., the following 
letter has been sent to Edward V. French, 
chairman of the war memorial committee: 


March 5, 1924 


Mr. E. V. French 
Chairman of.the War Memorial Committee 
Dear Sir:— 

We, the Trustees of the Andover Village 
Improvement Society wish to protest against 
the erection of the ‘War Memorial” on the 
plot bounded by North Main and High 
streets, as outlined in your report. 

This plot, as you know, has been de- 
veloped by the A. V. I. S. in accordance with 
a plan made by Mr. Duffield, a landscape 
architect of Marblehead, working plans 
develo; by Mr. Perley F. Gilbert, and 
street lines established by Mr. John Frank- 
lin. 

This was done with the consent, approval 
and cooperation of the Selectmen and the 
Board of Public Works. 

All was done with a view to the changes to 
be made when North Main street is widened. 

The funds of our Society for such work 
come from invested funds, annual and sus- 
taining membership dues, and individual 
gifts, one such gift of $1000.00 made this 
work possible. This is the most ambitious 
work the Society has ever undertaken and 
cost in excess of $2500.00. 

We try to make our work permanent and 
should not have attempted this improvement 
unless we had been assured that it was in 
keeping with the proposed changes in Elm 
square, North Main and High streets, and 
conformed in every way with such develop- 
ment. 

It had been very gratifying to the Trustees 
of the Society that this work has not only 
met with the approval of the townspeople, 
but also of the expert, Mr. Moore of 
Washington, D. C. : 

One of the conditions under which we 
worked was that no planting of a nature to 
obstruct the view of traffic coming down Elm 
street or up Main street, should be placed on 
this plot. Your plan proposes such obstruc- 
tion. 

In view of these facts, we herewith enter 
our formal protest against your memorial 
being placed on this site.

Dear Mr. Trow: : 

The letter of the Sth from the Andover 
Village Improvement Society has just 
reached me. I am sure our Committee will 
regret that you and other trustees of the 
Village Improvement Society disapprove of 
the plan for a War Memorial, which has 
been recommended. 

It seemed probable from a study of the 
Square that some material changes would 
become necessary to meet the rapidly in- 
creasing traffic requirements. There was 
good reason to believe, however, that the 
future needs could be taken care of and the 
restrictions on the triangular piece of land 
met, all in a way to provide an excellent site 
for a memorial flag pole of the simple type 


No one can doubt that the War Memorial 
Committee and the Village Improvement 
Society have only a common aim, namely, 
to help the development of Andover along 
such lines that each advance will further 
beautify our already attractive town. - Of 
course the Village Improvement Society 
would not take the position that a piece of 
work done at any spot should preclude a 
larger development later if conditions made 
further additions or even appreciable changes 
desirable. 5 

If the whole situation can be looked at in 
a broad way and if, after due consideration, 
a flag pole in the Square is found to meet 
all the conditions of a War Memorial most 
satisfactorily, we believe that ‘all who are 
interested in providing the best things for 
Andover will find no serious difficulties in 
agreeing on the details.

White pine blister rust that has prevented 
the profitable growing of white pine in 
Europe can easily be controlled in New 
England and a crop assured if effective 
measures are applied at the time of planting. 

Old stands, as well as the natural young 
pine reproduction can be safeguarded by the 
same control methods. : 

A specialist in blister rust_control_with 
headquarters at the Essex County Agri- 
cultural School will be in Essex County for 
a short time in the interest of pine owners.

Mrs. Jessie Hodder was the speaker of the 

evening and gave an interesting and instruc- 
tive address on ‘‘ Work among the Girls of the 
Framingham Reformatory for Women.” 
Mrs. Hodder has been superintendent at the 
institution for the past fourteen yers and 
during that time has interested herself in 
bringing about a reform in the sentencing of 
women to prison. It is her belief that the 
courts make many women criminals by 
sentencing them to long terms of imprison- 
ment, when their conduct can be traced to 
some nervous ailment. She would abolish 
women’s prisons altogether and establish 
what she terms a clearing-house, where each 
case may be studied carefully with the result 
that they may be sent to places where they 
may be cured and made fit to go back into 
the community or kept permanently in cus- 
tody. Massachusetts, she said, was the 
second state to found a penal institution for 
women in this country, the first being estab- 
lished by. the Quakers in Indiana. The Fra- 
mingham Reformatory will celebrate its 50th 
anniversary in 1927. 
_ The industry of the institution is the mak- 
ing of garments for other state establishments 
and last year the sum of $30,000 was netted 
by the sale of these. Many beautiful Ameri- 
can flags are also made, and Mrs. Hodder 
gave an interesting account of the making of 
the large flag carried at the head of the YD 
parade in Boston, which was held at the close 
of the war. The girls at the Reformatory, 
she said, worked very late at night to have it 
finished in time. Mrs. Hodder stated srat he 
charges were one hundred per cent true as 
regards cooperation and that all take great 
pride in their work. Her talk. was illus- 
trated with several charts in which she traced 
the careers of girls who had been at the 
institution. 

Immediately following Mrs. Hodder’s ad- 
dress the members of the club were treated 
to several musical selections -given by the 
Shawsheen Madrigal Club. This club is a 
newly formed organization and Monday 
evening was their first appearance in public.
